The Open Session on 
Video Gaming started at approximately 10:41 A.M. Present were Chainnan Aaron Jaffe, 
Members Lee Gould, Michael Holewinski and Maribeth Vander Weele. 

APPROVAL OF MINUTES - Open Session 

Member Gould moved that the Board approve the open session minutes of its Regular 
Meeting of July 19, 2012. Member Vander Weele seconded the motion. The Board approved 
the motion unanimously by roll call vote. 

BOARD POLICY ITEMS 


• Proposed Rules - Section 110, 270 and 930 

Member Holewinski moved that the Board authorize staff to submit proposals to 
amend the Board’s rules on video gaming: Section 110 regarding Definitions; 
Section 270 regarding Duties of Licensed Video Gaming Locations; and Section 
930 regarding Prior Registration for First Notice Filing with the Secretary of 
State upon final review and approval by the Administrator. Member Gould 
seconded the motion. The Board approved the motion unanimously by roll call vote.
